Advertising Campaign On. 
Many advertising plans are being 
adopted for pushing the sale of Liberty 
Bonds in St. Louis. In addition to 
newspaper advertising, 150,000 small fold- 
ers are being distributed in factories and 
homes. Display cards are being placed 
in the factories, urging the purchase of 
the bonds, giving details regarding the 
issue and particulars about the time- 
payment plan.

NURSES MET DEATH IN 


Navy Ordnance Experts Puzzled 
by It and Further Investi- 
gation Is Ordered. 


WASHINGTON, May 22.—Secretary 
Daniels tn a statement last night 
scribed the unusual accident on board 
the armed American steamer Mongolia.

The Secretary said such 
an accident never had occurred before 
and ordnance experts were puzzled. 
The accident is described in the state- 
ment as follows: 
“The guns were of the six-inch 
caliber, for which the shell and powder 
are loaded separately into the gun. The 
powder charge is contained in a brass 
case and there held in place by a paste- 
board wad, distance pieces and a brass 
mount cup that fits closely, thus mak. 
ing a moisture-tight joint in order that 
the powder may also give the velocity 
and pressure intended. When the gtin 
is fired this brass cup is propelled some 
distance, sometimes whole and some- 
times in pieces, but always in front of 
the gun. 

‘Several nurses who were watching 
the firing were sitting on the promenade 
deck some 175 feet abaft and 10 feet 
above the gun. On the third shot the 
brass mount cup struck the water pe. 


broke. Its pleces instantly killed Mrs. 
Ayres and Miss Wood. The firing was 
stopped it once and the vessel returned 
to port to land the bodies.

Slayer of School Girl Taken 
From Sheriff’s Deputies at 
Railway Station.

MEMPHIS, Tenn., May 22.—Eli Per- 
sons, a negro, who confessed the muf- 
der of Antoinette Rappal, a school girl, 
several weeks ago, Was burned to death 
near the scene of the crime here at 9 
o'clock today. 

Persons ig said to have repeated his 
confession that he kilied the girl and 
implicated two other negroes. Members 
of the mob immediately set out in pur- 
suit of them. 

Telephone messages at 10:30 
o’clock stated that the mob had cap- 
tured De Witt Ford, a mute, one of 
the negroes implicated by Parsons in 
the murder of the Rappal giri, and 
was on the way to the scene of the 
first lynching. 

In preparation for burning Person, the 
body was soaked in oll and afterward 
suspended from the limb of a nearby 
tree. A torch was then applied and the 
tody burned fiercely.

German Story That Sinking of 
Swedish Ships Was Accidental.

STOCKHOLM, May 22.—Even those 


persons in Sweden who heretofore have 
regarded the submarine campaign with 
indifference or even apologetic eyes are 
beginning to see the consequences which 
have been brought sharply home to Swe- 
den, and to realize the true nature of 
Germany's policy.

ALLIES’ GREAT WEAKNESS 
IS LACK OF CENTRALIZED. 
CONTROL, SAYS CHURCHILL! 


Former First Lord of Admiralty Declares United 
War Direction Is Responsible for Effici- 
ency of German Endeavors.

“All the resources of these states, 
themselves combined in each case in 
the hands of one or two men, are now 
gripped effectively by ‘main ‘fread- 
quarters,’ and ‘main headquarters’ 
has gradually focused itself into Hin- 
denburg and the Kaiser. 
“The allies have made much slower 
progress toward unity of war direction, 
and in this respect even now stand at 
an incomparably lower level than their 
opponents. * * * The mere gather- 
ing together at occasional conferences 
of military and political delegations 
from all the allied states will never pro- 
vide an instrument of war direction 
comparable with that which is being 
used against them by their enemies 
Trust in one another, faith in their 
Cause, loyal and unselfish effort, op- 
erating by telegraph, can at the best 
produce only imperfect results. In peacs 
wisdom may be found in a multitude 
of counselors; in war the reverse is 
true. 

Allies Lack Initiative. 
“If the allies could get the leading 
men of each of the four great allied 
Powers, whether sovereign, general or 
Statesman, to sit in constant conclave 
at some central point, and each  sup- 
ported by the unswerving obedience 
of his nation, that fact itself would be 
worth more than a million soldiers a 
year to the allied cause, and it would 
probably conduce to a speedy victory. 
The enemy has had this, or something 
very like it, for many months; we are 
still far from it. But we are making 
progress toward it and we shal] some 
day attain it unless the war comes 
sooner to an end.’”’ 
Churchill declares that if any one of 
the allies could discover and develop 
a successful form of initiative, a united 
war direction might be more speedily 
brought about. He points out the dif- 
ference between the initiative and the 
offensive, the latter by no means im- 
plying the former. The Germans have 
nad continuous possession of the strat- 
exic initiative in the west, he says, as 
the British navy has had the initiative 
on the water. 
Success in the Dardanelles campaign 
would have developed an initiative which 
might have brought victory, Churchill 
says. The Champagne-Loos offensive of 
1915, he holds, had no chance of succeed- 
ing, and might better have been post- 
poned until another season 


The Modern Battlefield. 
He reviews the Somme battle at length, 
saying it eaved Verdun, but did not 
pierce the German line, and that Ger- 
man operations in other war theaters 
were not greatly hampered.

REGULATION OF COAL PRICES 


Report to Congress Charges Fro- 
ducers and Brokers With Exacting 
Exorbitant Prifits, 
WASHINGTON, May °2,-—Govern- 


ment regulation of the coal industfy, 


including fixing of prices, was pro- 
posed by the Federal Trade Commis- 
sion yesterday in a report to Congress 
charging producers and brokérs with 
exacting exorbitant profits and blam- 
ing coal shortage at consumption 
points on inadequate transportation 
facilities.

This 
paper is not used in the printing trade. 
Willson said.that, so far as he knew, no 
officer or director of the company had 
an interest in any print paper mill. 

In 1916, he said, his company could not 
maxe any contracts for paper and was

forced to deal in the open market. An 
arrangement was made with a number 
of mills for the delivery of a certain ton- 
nage, but no arrangements as to price 
could be mada. 

The Graham Poper cocC., he said, had 
contracts to furnish paper to 2% or 30 
publishers. These ranged from 50 to 3000 
tons a year. The paper was shipped 
direct from the mills to the publishers, 
the present prevailing price being 1.9 
to 2 cents a pound. 

The price of paper, Willson testified, 
was fixed by the demand in the open 
market. At present, he said, there is ‘a 
He asserted that no 
such condition prevails as in the grain 
and stock markets and that speculation 
does not control print paper prices. 

More than a year ago, he testified, 
there was talk of higher prices for print 
paper, and at that time many publishers 
“ran to cover." The mills, he said, would 
not permit them to order more than the 
amounts stipulated in their contracts for 
monthly delivery. When publishing re- 
quirements exceeded the tonnage pro- 
vided for in the contracts, the publishers 
bought paper in the open market. The 
prices thus paid, he said, established the 
price which the mills charged the job- 
bers. The rise, he said, began in Feb- 
ruary, 1916, and the price then was 2.60 
cents a pound. 

Wilson testified that on Jan. 1, 
1916, the Graham Paper Co. had on 
hand its normal supply of print pa- 
per, amounting to 150 to 250 tons. 
This is about a six-months supply, 
and a little more than half is kept in 
St. Louis warehouses, he said. 

No price was fixed for purchases in 
1916, he declared, but shortly before 
the first day of each month the mills 
would notify the company what price 
they would charge for deliveries for 
that month, 

Attempt to Show Monoply. 

The Attorney-General questioned Wil- 
eon about a visit to the Graham Paper 
Co. by H. S. Mead, an officer of a 
paper manufacturing company, at the 
time the Missouri Press Association was 
in session in St. Louis. Mead had agreea, 
to furnish the association with 100 tons 
of paper and suggested that the Gra- 
ham company handle it. 

The questioning was in an effort to 
draw the admissions that the Graham 
Paper Co. had a monopoly on certain 
business within the State, but no re- 
sponses justifying that conclusion were 
obtained. 

Willson, responding to questions, said 
that he had tried to buy paper from 
mills which were among those which 
several months ago requested the Fed. 
eral Trade Commission to fix a reason- 
able price for news print, but that he 
had been unable to get a price as low 
as that fixed by the commission, which 
was 2.5 cents per pound for paper in 
rolls. 6 

Willson admitted that the Graham Pa- 
per Co. had sold in tonnage about the 
same amount of paper in 1916 that it had 
sold in 1915 and that it had been able 
to meet the demands upon it for paper. 
He said that no regular customers had 
sufered and thatthe company was pre- 
pared to fill orders from publishers who 
rad not been regular customers. 

From this the Attorney-General asked 
argumentative questions seeking to show 
that there had been no actual paper 
shortage. Willson said that the amount 
manufactured had been greater than in 
previous years, but said that he did not 
know whether the manufactured supply 
had been stored at the mills and prevent- 
ed from getting onto the market.

Wreath Piaced on Aamive 
Washington by 
Officers. 

WASHINGTON, May 22.—The British 
navy paid tribute today to the memory 
of Admiral Dewey when a floral wreath 
was placed on his tomb by Rear Ad- 
miral de Chair and Commander Law- 
ford, the Admiralty representatives 
with the British mission. The wreath 
was placed under instructions from 
London, both to commemorate the 
friendship between the two great fight- 
ing forces and to express the British 
navy’s gratitude at the arrival of Amer- 
ican destroyers in British waters. The 
wreath, laid in the presence of Admiral 
Benson and other American officers, 
bears the following inscription: 

“A tribute to the undying memorf of 
George Dewey, Admiral of the United 
States Navy, with respectful homage 
and esteem of the British Navy.” 

Admiral Dewey probably was closer 
to the British navy than any other 
American naval officer because of the 
historic incident in Manila Bay when 
a German sqaudron behaved in a hos- 
tile manner and the British naval com- 
mander there gave unmistakable signs 
that he would support Admiral Dewey 
if necessary.

Fund Is Question of Public 
Policy. 


Plans of the city to get a court order 
authorizing the sale of all the real estate 


and personal property of the Bryan Mul- 
lanphy estate, to create a fund for the 
relief of travelers, emigrants and strang- 
ers in St. Louis and to establish an insti- 
tution for that purpose, will not be op- 
posed by Attorney-General McAllister, 
Who, under the law, was named as the 
only defendant to the equity suit filed 
in the St. Louis Circuit Court by the 
City Counselor. 

The Attorney-General takes the sam2 
view as the city—that it is no longer 
practical to administer the trust in ac- 
cordance with the terms of the Mullan- 
phy will, which trust required the entire 
income from the big estate to be spent 
tv» furnish relief to all poor emigrants 
and travelers coming to St. Louis on 
their way, bona fide, to settle in the 
West. 

Attorney-General Files Answer. 


The Attorney-General filed his answer 
in court here today, admitting tp alle- 
gutions of the City Counselor's petition. 

here are §& pieces of real estate in St. 
Louis and 14 pieces in St. Louis County. 
The city declares the expenditures nec- 
essary to keep the property in repair 
are greatly out of proportion to the in- 
come derived. If the property should 
be sold, and the money invested in good 
income bearing securities, it is thought 
that a much more stable fund could be 
derived and that by expending it for the 
relief of all poor emigrants, travelers 
and strangers in St. Louis, instead of 
those only destined for the West to be- 
come settlers, the fund could be made 
to serve a real useful purpose. 

In recent years almost no money 
has been spent from the fund for relief, 
as there was little demand for it. 

The Attorney-General said today that 
the question was whether the courts 
would take the same view of the will, 
which has been twice upheld. A suit 
was filed in 1898 asking for author- 
ity to establish and maintain a hos- 
vital for indigent sick, but the court 
refused to make the order, and was 
sustained ty the Supreme Court. 

Question of Publie Policy. 

“Aside from the strictly legal ques- 
tion as to just how far the court may 
z0 in allowing the funds to be used 
for other purposes,’ Attorney-Gener- 
al McAllister said, “there is a most 
important question of public policy 
involved. 

“The people of St. Louis are interested 
in the determination of the question as 
to how this fund should be used. Un- 
doubtedly, it ought to be made to serve 
a public charitable purpose and the in- 
come ought not to be wasted in the

SENATOR REED 
ATTACKS PLAN FOR 


FOOD DICTATOR 


Asserts That in Desire to Regu- 
late Conditions More Harm 
Than Good May Be Done. 


WASHINGTON, May 22.—Senator 


Reed made a particularly violent attacl 
on the appointment of a food dictator 
for the United States in debate on th2 
food control bill in the Senate yester- 


day. Reed asserted that in the desire 


to regulate conditions the Senate mighs 
do more harm than good. He warned 
also that “‘The most dangerous thing 
ever attempted is to have uninformed 
men to undertake to interfere with the 
business of well informed men.’’ 

He charged that probably the state- 
ment sent out by the Gecretary of Ag- 
riculture bemoanifg the ‘‘shortagt of 
the wheat crop,’’ the solemn assertion 
by Herbert C. Hoover that “we must 
have somebody to control the situation 
or we are going to starve’ and “the 
ery of alarmists, shouting, ‘Woe, woe, 
woe.’’’ is as much responsible for the 
high price of foodstuffs as any othcr 
one thing. 


Against “Interference.” | 
Reed asserted the regulation of the 


food and other industries proposed in 
the bill would do more to destroy these 
industries than {it would to help them. 
“Instead of interfering because they 
interfered in Europe,” he _ declared, 
‘where the enemy are thundering at 
their gates, we ought to stand here and 
encourage the business of the United 
States. There is no necessity for shack- 
ling business. 

“T grant yvou,’’ he continued, ‘“‘that if 
we could have a man as food dictator 
who was wise enough to look with in- 
finite sweep of vision into the homes 
and hearts and lives of people and ap- 
preciate their wants and guard with 
the wisdom of the infinite God all of 
the energies of this carth, then there 
would be some use in having a food dic- 
tator. 

“But there is not a farmer scarcely of 
ordinary intelligence between the At- 
lantic and the Pacific, the Canadian 
line and the Rio Grande, who is living 
on a farm that he has worked for ua 
year or two who does not know better 
how to run that farm and get results 
than the Secretary of Agriculture does. 
He knows more about it than any expert 
that is down here in the Agricultural 
Department. 


Management of Far 
No man at the Agricultural Depart- 


ment is capable of managing this busi- 
ness for the American farmer or the 
American business man. I have the ut- 
most respect for the Secretary of Agri- 
culture. In his own line and in his 
own business as the teacher in an agri- 
cultural college I think he is a very 
fine man, but to talk about taking the 
business of farmers from their hands 
and put it into the hands of a man who 
never saw their farms and who does 
not know their business is an infinite 
absurdity. 

“When you propose to take the busi- 
ness of many and put it in the hands of 
a few you are proposing a thing mon- 
Strous, horrible and destructive.’’ 

Reed concluded by declaring that ‘‘the 
man who goes about the United States 
preaching that we are on the “verge of 
starvation is a false prophet.’’

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BROWNS PLAN SUNDA 
CAME ON EASTERN TRE 


Championship Contest Will Be 
Permitted in New York; Re- 
ceipts Go to Army. 


Major League baseball on Sunday 
in all the cities of the Eastern end of 
the circuit, gross receipts to be do- 
nated to various units of the United 
States army, is what magnates of the 
American League hope to bring about. 

President B. B. Johnson of the league 
has alréady arranged, with the approval 
of Mayor Mitchel of New York, for a 
game in New York on Sunday, June 10, 
between the New York and St. Louis 
Americans. It is to be a championship 
game, not an exhibition affair, the 
scheduled game of June 18 between the 
teams having been advanced for the oc- 
casion. Mayor Mitchel is to be the cus- 
todian of the receipts, which are to be 
given to the New York Engineers 
Corps. 

Machinery was set in motion today 
for the purpose of obtaining permission 
for American League teams to play 
championship games on Sunday in 
Washington, Philadelphia and Boston, 
the proceeds to go to some unit of the 
American army. Later on in the West- 
ern cities of the circuit where Sunday 
baseball is allowed league officials plan 
to play similar games. 

Plans also have been practically com- 
pleted whereby the American League 
will provide baseball paraphernalia for 
the American soldiers, both while in 
training in this country and after they 
go to France. 

President Phil Ball of the Browns to- 
day announced his approval of this 
scheme for raising funds for the army 
units and advised President Ban John- 
son in a letter that the Browns would 
be ready to do their “bit’’ on June 10. 

It is Mr. Ball’s understanding that the 
proceeds of this particular game will be 
given to the Engineering Corps.

Here Is England’s View. 


O F this subject Henry Leach, a Brit- 
ish golfing writer, says in a letter 
to an American friend: 

These stories of golf links under the 
plow are merely stup?t@ and sensational 
reports, and they are just a form of our 
funny war ways. Tnere ts a demand for 
many more golf balls than it f@ possible 
to make. Thie arises from the fact that 
the Government now controls certain of 
the golf ball manufacturing plants, 
where there are being turned out things 
that fly further and. faster and do much 
more damage than a golf ball. In the 
case of the old ball manufactories which 
were left to continue their work, labor 
is very scarce. Hence the shortage. 

On the other hand, there is much more 
play on the courses at the present time 
than there was during 1915, when every- 
body ewore off everything regardless of 
health and all other considerations.

Let the Freshmen Play. 


W ITH Secretary of War Baker 

hoping for “an athletic revival 
among colleges’ and “counting on 
just such a move” as the Post-Dis- 
patch outlined Sunday, for sharing 
the receipts of foothall and other col- 
legiate and academic activities, many 
directors of sports are pegianing to 
think about the form their athletics will 
take, next fall. 

They will probably find sadly de- 
pleted ranks among the athletes, du 
to enlistments, as a large majority oO 
college recruits to the various arms 
of the service consisted of football 
stars, Oarsmen and runners. 

There is one easy way to heip off- 
set these losses—that is by suspend- 
ing the freshman and the one-year 


rules. 

As matters were last year in the larg- 
er institutions, neither first-year men 
nor students entering from other 
colleges were permitted to take part 
in athletics, unless a One-year resi- 
dence had been established. 

Present conditions warrant the 
suspension of this more or less ef- 
fective. method of preventing “re- 
cruiting” of athletic talent in nor- 
mal times. 

Under war conditions there is lit- 
tle to fear that athletics will be 
(tainted with cash purchases of track, 
field or feetball talent. 

The freshman class in all schools 
is its largest, numerically, and ac- 
ceptable teams could be filled out 
from the upcoming students who are 
for the most part under military 
years by a considerable margin.

OLLEGIANS under age don't have 

to go to the front to do their 
little part for Uncle Sam.

Fire Stopped by Dynamiting Fine 
Residences; Loss Estimated 
at $3,000,000. 


THOUSANDS OF REFUGEES 


Citizens to Feed 5000 Persons; 
No Aid From the Outside 
Will Be Needed. 


ATLANTA, Ga., May 22.—Atlanta is 
at work today to care for the destitute 
among the people from 1500 homes de- 
stroyed in the fire that burned yesterday 
afternoon and last night throughout 75 
blocks and which was stopped only after 
the dynamiting of beautiful homes on 
Ponce de Leon avenue. The property 
loss was estimated at $3,000,000 by Mayor 
Candler. 

The fire started in a warehouse on 


Decatur and Fort streets and drove first 


‘due north and then northeast at some 


' mile in width. 


points a block wide and at times half a 
It crossed Ponce de Leon 
avenue at one point. 

On ‘the south side of Ponce de Leon 
avenue, a wide residence street, the 
burned area extended from North Jack- 


: on street seven blocks east of Peachtree 


Street, the principal business section, ou: 
almost to the baseball park. 

It was the greatest fire in Atlanta’s 
history since Civil War days, when Gen 
Sherman, terming it the backbone. of 
the Confederacy, decreed that it musi 
be burned. In property loss and hard- 
ships it was even greater, for the city 
that Gen. Sherman destroyed had oniy 
10,000 inhabitants. 

Destitute Are Cared For. 

Destitute persons from the burned 
area, which included negro homes and 
costly residences of white people, were 
cared for by the local Red Cross anid 
the Associated Charities. Hundreds 
were fed last nignt and are being (ed 
today, and lodging was provided in «he 
Auditorium Armory, the Negro Odd l*e}- 
lows’ Hall, churches, private homes and 
hotels. 

Preparations have been completed to- 
day to feed 5000 people. Relief work got 
under way early, several thousand Joi- 
lars béing subscribed in a few. hours. 
A meeting of the city’s representative 
men was Called to provide relief for those 
needing it. Mayor Candler and Fresi- 
dent Ivan E. Allen of the local Chamber 
of Commerce agree that no outsid> aid 
will be needed. Both expressed their 
appreciation of scores of telegraph 
offers. 

Woman Dies From Shock. 

Only one person is known to have 
died as a result of the fire. Mrs. 
Bessie Hodges died of shock after 
her home was destroyed. Injuries 
were remarkably few. 

The people fled before the flames 
as from an invading army. Heat 
drove out hundreds of people who 
sought to save their personal effects. 

Here and there fire brands blew 
ahead of the blaze, firing houses a 
block ahead of the wall of fire. 
Gradually the flames advanced north- 
ward. Before them went hundreds of 
persons. The flames grew to.a roar 
when within a distance of a block 
Or more, 

Men who had comforted their fam- 
ilies with statements that the fire 
would not reach them realized at the 
last moment that their homes were 
doomed. Automobile trucks, express 
wagons and all conceivable vehicles 
were pressed into service. Gathering 
what belongings they could, the peo- 
ple fled. 

After the fire reached within a block 
or two of Ponce de Leon avenue, an 
hour before dark, order began to come 
out of confusion. Companies of the 
Fifth Regiment Georgia National Guard 
and prospective United States army of'i- 
cers from the training camp at Fort Me- 
Pherson took charge, under personal di 


mander at Fort McPherson. 
People Flee Before Flames. 

As the soldiers took charge, abandun- 
ing of homes in the threatened districts 
was carried out. Automobiles by hun- 
dreds carried people and their most val- 
vable belongings to other parts of the 
city. The soldiers on guard duty re- 
mained al! night Furniture, bed clothes 
and all the odds and ends from the 
many homes littered the streets, which 
were made impassable in many cases 
by fallen wires and splinters from dyna. 
mited houses. 

The soldiers allowed nothing to be 
moved during the night and biocked cl- 
villians from the fire zone and a wide 
area around it. Only. one case of at- 
tempted looting was reported and that 
resulted in an arrest. 

Besides actua! relief work today there 
is a tremendous task’ ahead of Atlanta 
in getting its scattered citizens togeth 
er. Members of many families are sep- 
arated. A man advertised for his 20- 
year-old grandmother. Another ,sought 
his wife and baby through the want ad 
section of the morning papers. There 
are scores of similar cases and it is ex 
pected that:-a clearing house to carrv 
out this work will have to be estab- 
lished. 

Beundary of Burned Area. 

The burned area is roughly defined 
as including all that territory be- 
tween Fort street on the west, and 
the boulevard on the east, between 
Decatur street and Ponce de Leon 
avenue. It its much narrower near 
Decatur street and from Highland 
avenue out to Ponce de Leon avenue. 
the burned district is five blocks 
wide, Fort street being the western 
boundery and: part of the biock to 


the East Boulevard being destroyed.

He then addressed the same 
question to a fine looking fellow standing right 
™m front of him. The young man could not readily 
understand English and muttered something. In 
feply he was shouted at in a way that was en- 
tirely uncalled for. When again the young fellow 
was asked if he had been examined and a second 
Bime the recruiting officer could not understand 
“tram, the recruiting officer gave him a shove that 
nearly knocked him from his feet and landed him 
about four feet in back of where he had been 
standing. 

The recruiting officer then turned around as if 
to go back into the room he had come from, and 
the writer, fearing that he would have no other 
opportunity asked the recruiting officer where 
he could secure information regarding the Of- 
ficers’ Reserve Corps. The reply took the form 
of a shove which in appearance was just as dis- 
courteous as the one the prospective recruit re- 
celved, but this time it was accompanied by the 
reply, “Aw, get out of here, I haven't got time to 
fool with you.” 

The writer's first thought after that kind of 
treatment was that Uncle Sam's army could go to 
thunder. But it was only a mental flash, for 
down deep the writer does not feel that way— 
never has and never shall. But what about these 
hundreds of young men who are probably receiv- 
ing the same kind of treatment when they stand 
before this recruiting officer or examiner, or 
whatever he was, which is as much as to say and 
signify that “I now stand ready to give my life 
for Uncle Sam.” 

Those young men, some of them from our city, 
some of them from the farm, are evidently being 
made to feel antagonistic against the service even 
before they get into it. Can anyone doubt but 
what some have written,.to friends telling them of 
this kind of treatment —triends who had intended 
to enlist? And if so, will the telling of those ex- 
perience make those men more willing to en- 
list? 

Surely, even though military operations demand 
discipline, common courtesy should be expected 
and practiced by Uncle Sam's ‘representativ es.
